IN THE GARDEN—Get the hotbeds ready and 
January sow Cabbage, Tomatoes, Lettuce, Cauliflower, 
Beets, Onions, and Kohl Rabi. Sow out doors Spring Turnips, 
Mustard, Spinach and Extra Early Peas, if weather is moder- 
ate and ground pulverizes when plowed or spaded. 


IN THE GARDEN—Plant Extra Early and Mar- 
February rowfat Peas. Plant Potatoes for a general crop. 
Sow Radishes, Turnips, Mustard, Spinach and Onion Seed in 
open ground. Sow in hotbeds Beets, Pepper, Egg Plant and 
Tomato Seeds. Plant Onion Sets. Plant your Sweet Peas in 
the Flower Garden now. 

IN THE FIELD—Lawns should be 
looked after. Give a top dressing of 
Bone Meal. Sow Emerald Lawn Grass, 
Red Rust Proof and Burt Oats, Grass 
Seeds, Canada Field Peas, Lespedeza— 
can be sown on oat or wheat field. 

IN THE ORCHARD—Set out all kinds 
of Fruit Trees and other Nursery stock.

Give them the culture required for 
cauliflower, as it is very similar. It is generally taller and the heads are more divided. Broccoli stands 
greater extremes of temperature than cauliflower and is better adapted for late fall planting. Broccoli 
can be sown either in the spring or fall, same as cabbage.

Brussels Sprouts are a very delicate vegetable, and deserve 
a more general cultivation than they receive. The plant be- 
longs to the cabbage family, and should be grown and culti- 
vated like cabbage. The “sprouts” which grow around the 
strong, upright stems of the plant look like miniature cab- 
bage. Very hardy; improved by frost.

CULTURE—One quart will plant 100 feet of drill. 


Beans are somewhat tender, but it often pays to take some risks. 


Plant in warm, loamy soil at the beginning of settled, warm weather in spring, and at intervals for succession until Septem- 
ber. Rows may be made 2 feet apart, and the Beans planted a few inches apart in the drills, or 3 or 4 Beans in hills 
6 to 8 inches apart. Cultivate and hoe frequently, always, however, when the vines are perfectly dry. In hoeing draw the 
soil up towards the rows or plants. For String Beans, gather the pods clean as soon as fit for use. The plants will re- 


main all the longer in bearing.

Frost-Proof Cabbage Plants 


There are a number of islands along the Coast of Louis- 
iana, where the soil and climatic conditions are just suited 
for growing tough, hardy cabbage plants during the Winter 
and early Spring. The plants make a slow but steady growth, 
until at eight to ten weeks of age they are very tough and 
hardy, the buds are purple and the outer leaves a reddish 
brown. When in this condition they can be shipped to ter- 
ritory further north and be planted in the open ground a 
month to six weeks sooner than the home-grown hotbed 
or cold frame plants. 

Plants usually withstand the cold winter, say at least 6 winters out 
of 8 in Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama. In other territories, 
February and March are best months to plant. The word “frost— 
proof” does not mean ‘“‘freeze—proof.” However, you will be surprised 


at the amount of freezing weather the plants will stand. A tempera— 
ture of 20 degrees above zero with sleet and snow seldom hurts them. 


The top of the plant does not grow until your regular Spring 
weather opens up, but the roots grow from the time they are planted, 
and just as soon as spring’ weather starts, the established root growth 
assimilates the fertilizer in the soil and the plants grow very fast, 
maturing headed cabbage two to three weeks sooner than you can 
mature them from hot bed and cold frame plants. 


To get the advantage of these frost-proof cabbage plants they must 
be planted a month or six weeks earlier than you would plant home— 
grown plants.

RAISING FLOWERS FROM SEEDS 


Success in the cultivation of flowers from seeds depends to a great extent 
on the earlier operations. Much of the disappointment and failure that at- 
tend this pursuit may be avoided by carefully noting the class to which 
each belongs and then following the appropriate culture. Generally speak- 
ing, brief culture directions are printed on every packet of seed sold, and 
in some instances they prove sufficient, but we here offer a few suggestions 
which may be helpful to beginners. 

The first and most essential requisite is Reliable Seeds. Next a suitable 
soil. That best suited for flower culture is a rich loam containing enough 
sand to make it porous. A large portion of the summer flowers are Annuals. 
As they do not take kindly to transplanting, it is best to sow seed where 
the plants are to bloom. Sow from March until June in dry soil previously 
fertilized by bone meal, sheep manure, or similar stimulants. Make a 
broad but shallow depression in which to sow the seeds as thinly and 
evenly as possible and cover in proportion to the size of the seed. Very 
small seeds should not be covered. Press them into the soil with a flat 
board. The seedlings should be thinned out during moist or dull weather. 


Half Hardy Annuals—Towards the end of March seeds of this class may 
be sown in the place where they are to bloom. It is advisable, however, to 
sow the seeds in February and March indoors, either in pans, shallow boxes 
or pots. When the little plants have made three or four leaves,.reset them

treatment to Hardy Perennials. By sowing seeds in boxes or 
pots in cold frames in February and March and transplanting 
the seedlings to a north border, a much earlier bloom will 
be secured.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN 


The ground should be spaded deeply and 
thoroughly, and a good compost of decom- 
posed and finely pulverized manure or rich 
loam spread over the ground. It would be 
well also to give a sprinkling of bone dust. 
Then use a slanted tooth harrow and a light 
or medium roller until the soil is smooth, 
even and firm. Then sow the seed and har- 
row again and smooth off with a common gar- 
den rake. When the grass has grown 2 or 
3 ins. in height, use the lawn mower, gauged 
to cut full 1 inch above the ground, repeat 
the same as often as it grows to that height. 
The weeds and foul grass can be kept down 
and destroyed by repeated mowing. 

As a guide for the proper quantity to order, 
we may state that 1 pound of Emerald Mixed 
Lawn Grass Seed is sufficient to thoroughly 
sow an area of 15 by 15 feet—225 square feet.

VELVET BEANS 


A GREAT FORAGE AND SOIL IMPROVING CROP. 


Velvet Beans make an enormous growth of vines; greater, in fact, than any other known for- 
age plant, in the same length of time, far surpassing the cow pea in growth. Velvet Beans are 
usually planted in rows 4 to 5 feet apart, at the rate of about half a bushel per acre. As a soil 
improver they are considered superior to cow peas, as they make so much larger growth and so 
much heavier amount of foliage.
